Senator Jenner Replies 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am in receipt of a clipping from 
your paper of Oct. 8, reproducing a 
letter from John W. Powell. 

Mr. Powell complains that the 
hearing at which he testified before 
the Senate Internal Security subcom- 
mittee was ‘‘far from satisfactory.” 

The testimony showed that for 
five years he published a magazine in 
China, wholly favorable to the Red 
Government and to the Communist 
cause and antagonistic to the United 
States. He heard the widow of an 
American officer who died in a prison 
camp tell of his letter encouraging 
her to believe her husband was still 
living and well cared for. 

Powell heard war veterans who 
spent many months in prison camps 
tell us that his magazine was forced 
‘reading in the compounds; shipped 
there in great quantities despite the 
claim of the Red guards that no trans- 
portation was available for even the 
meager amounts of medicines needed 

‘to sustain life. One witness told of 
an American officer who died from 
punishment inflicted because he criti- 
cized Powell’s magazine. 

' More than 50 times during his brief 

appearance as a witness, Powell in- 
voked the Fifth Amendment and re- 
fused to answer questions on the 
ground that a witness may not be 
required to give testimony against 
himself. 

Powell said in his letter to you 
that the committee “alleged” that he 
is a Communist. I challenge that 
statement. Powell was asked if he 
were a Communist. He refused, in- 
voking the Fifth Amendment, to an- 
swer that question. 

When Powell became an employe 
of our Government in 1942, he filled 
out an application form on which was 
the following question: “Did you ad- 
vocate, or have you ever advocated 
or are you now or have you ever been 
a membér of an organization which 
advocates the overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States by force 
or violence?” To that question he an- 
swered “No.” 

Yet, when we asked him if his an- 
swer to that question was true, he 
claimed the Fifth Amendment and 
refused to answer. 

Now, unwilling to answer these 
and other questions under oath, he 
seeks the free columns of the public 
press to set himself up as a martyr. 
But he does not, even under such 
favorable circumstances, deny that 
he is a Communist. 

I believe that you will recall that 
several of our American boys were 
recently convicted by courts-martial 
of collaborating with the enemy while 
they were prisoners of war. I sug- 
gest you compare the records of these 
men with that of Mr. Powell.

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The School Board has just about run out of 
bond issue money to finance all its critical build- 
ing needs. Of the $17,230,000 bond issue voted 
by the people three years ago, all but about 
$378,000 has been spent or is committed for new 
schools and equipment. 


What is left falls about $900,000 short of the 
amount needed for a school in the M 1-6 housing 
project in the DeSoto-Carr area. Construction of 
the 660 family units that will be included in the 
first phase of the project is expected to get 
under way soon. 


But the school may be required well,in ad- 
vance of the time the first families move in. 
Board of Education officials expect an overflow 
from two other housing projects nearby. They 
are the Pruitt homes, whose 1736 units are be- 
ginning to be occupied, and the 1132-unit Igoe 
project, now being built. 

- * 

One place where the board might be able to 
lay its hands on $900,000 is its operating fund. 
Assuming that the system lives within its budget 
this year, an unappropriated balance of slightly 
in excess of $4,000,000 should be available next 
June. Of that total, about $2,500,000 is needed to 
carry the system through until the fall when 
tax money begins to flow into the treasury. 


Had the board taken the advice of two of its 
members when the current budget was being 
prepared, the possibility of dipping into the op- 
erating fund might not have existed at all. Both 
Oscar A. Ehrhardt and Mrs. Irma H. Friede ob- 
jected bitterly when $1,000,000 was chopped off 
the operating requests of the various executive 
officers. 

It may not be the most prudent administrative 
practice to utilize operating funds for capital 
expenditures, but there does not seem to be 
much else that the board can do to cope with the 
building problem posed by the M 1-6 project. 

* * * 

An even more difficult problem is created by 
the Joseph M. Darst apartments, a 660-unit proj- 
ect now under construction on the near south 
side. The School Board does not have a dime on 
hand or in sight that could be employed to meet 
its responsibilities in that area. Its embarrass- 
ment will be even greater if the additional 578 
units planned for the Darst site and the 660 oth- 
ers projected for the M 1-6 area are authorized. 


What effect will be produced by the elimina- 
tion of segregation in the elementary schools 
next fall remains to be seen, of course. Most 
school administrators will be surprised if it 
makes any appreciable difference in the system’s 
building problem, That being the case, the School 
Board may feel compelled to come to the people 
once again for permission to issue more bonds. 
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Novelists and Politicians 

Malcolm Cowley, one of our more competent 
literary appraisers, is out with a new book in 
which he finds considerable fault in the writers 
of this generation. Perhaps the most serious 
complaint raised against the writers is that 
more and more they are turning “from political 
to personal problems, in a word, from the public 
to the private.” Without citing examples to the 
contrary, one accepts the conclusion. There is 
evidence enough to support it. 

But why are writers looking into themselves 
instead of at those around them? Is this not one 
more sad manifestation of the spirit of the times? 
Is it not a more subtle version of the admonition 
not to stick your neck out lest you be investi- 
gated? (Of course, you don’t have to stick your 
head out to be smeared.) There has long been 
manifest a reluctance on the part of all kinds 
of people to run the risk of seeming non-con- 
formist. A fear which they hardly dare to admit 
—it comes so close to a failure of courage—has 
been haunting Government employes, teachers, 
lawyers and people in, many other walks of life. 

No doubt, it was inevitable that this caution 
should manifest itself in one way or another in 
writers; they always represent their generation. 
But should not writers help to make it clear 
that the fear is greater than its cause; and should 
they not speak out against the cause of this 
fear? Happily, Mr. Cowley’s indictment is not 
all-embracing. We have not yet become an utter- 
ly timorous nation. There still are uncounted in- 
dividuals who are not afraid to speak their mind, 
instead of seeking narrower and narrower havens 
of safety—as narrow, indeed, as the self living 
with itself. 

This is a sickness growing out of the sickness 
of the man who is so full of fears that he perse- 
cutes all his neighbors. It is also akin to the 
sickness of those who exploit these failures of 
confidence. This is where politics and psychology 
merge. But the politician can provide a quicker 
cure than the psychiatrist. A few firm repudia- 
tions of the peddlers of fear can let in vast 
amounts of fresh air. 
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France’s Trouble in Africa 

From the start, Mendes-France made it clear 
that he would try to clear up colonial and for- 
eign policy strains to gain a free hand for deal- 
ing with the serious internal problems of France. 
So he cut’ French losses in Indochina. He swept 
away the EDC daydreams. With British support, 
he initialed a tougher continental defense agree- 
ment—which now depends largely on the Ger- 
mans. 

He also made a move toward restoring peace 
in North Africa. That may be his hardest job, 
short of rebuilding the French economy and per- 
suading French Communists to renounce Mos- 
cow and place their loyalty and their hope in 
Paris. 

In North Africa, Mendes-France is running into 
resurgent Moslem nationalism, a riotous spirit 
based at once on the Koran’s assertion of “the 
one law,” the ambitions of ““Westernized” lead- 
ers, and some real grievances. Mendes-France 
first opened negotiations for the establishment 
of almost complete self-government in Tunisia. 
The trouble there isthat the Tunisian negotia- 
tors may be und d by the Moslem hotheads. 

Seriougly troubled Morocco no doubt was next 
on the schedule. But in the meantime anti-French 
violence has broken out in Algeria, the land of 
ancient Carthage. Here the French had least 
cause for expecting trouble. Here the three big 
districts between the sea and the desert, Oran, 
Algiers and Constantine, have long been regular 
departments of metropolitan France. 

These districts have been electing delegates to 
parliament and local officials. But the voting 
is weighted in favor of the large number of 
Frenchmen in the three departments. When the 
Mufti of Jerusalem and other Arab nationalists 
sought to take advantage of virtual French im- 
mobilization during the war, they made much of 
this. But, by itself, the problem should be no 
more difficult than redistricting Illinois. — 

More troublesome in North Africa are the re- 
sults of such practices as replacing popular 
chiefs with pro-French stooges. While trying to 
restore order, Mendes-France may be able to 
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convince the Moslems that he really believes in 
more democracy for them. He may also be able 
to convince them that, no matter how haughty 
the attitude of some French settlers, European 
activities have brought positive benefits to the 
natives. And he may be able to persuade them 
that with reforms, they are bound to be better 
off in co-operation with France than if they try 
to go it alone. | 

That may be asking a Moslem mind to accept 
Western arguments, but this is just one of the 
many tasks which fall inevitably on the mah 
who is trying to put France on its feet again 
after such a long, long spell of political sickness. 
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A Second Wriston Report 
Another warning flag as to the future of the 
Foreign Service has been raised by the special 
committee headed by Dr. Henry M. Wriston, 
president of Brown University. 


This committee, after an investigation which 
found that State Department morale had been 
badly impaired, last June urged upon Secretary 
Dulles a farflung administrative reorganization. 
He adopted some of its recommendations, but 
took no action on others. 


Notable among the latter was a proposal that 
inspection of foreign service installations be 
taken away from R. Scott McLeod, the security 
chief who has often been described as Senator 
McCarthy's beachhead in the department. Now 
the Wriston committee specifically renews its 
recommendation that inspection be transferred 
to the Under Secretary for administration, and 
that a first-class career officer be found for 
that post, temporarily held by Charles E. Salz- 
man, who served on the Wriston committee. 


In its June report, the committee made it 
plain that one of the main causes of deteriora- 
tion in the Foreign Service had been the man- 
ner in which the security program had been 
carried out. This program must be administered, 
said the committee, so that “it does not impair 
the things it is designed to preserve. And among 
the things that must be protected is the tradi- 
tion of frank and objective reporting that has 
long constituted one of the State Department's 
most enduring sources of strength.” 


It would be interesting to know whether the 
Wriston committee believes that the administra- 
tion of the security program has improved since 
its June report—particularly in the dismissal 
of John Paton Davies Jr., who got into trouble 
because of his reports on China at the time the 
Communists were coming to power. This case is 
being widely viewed as another blow to Foreign 
Service morale. Former Ambassador George F. 
Kennan says it “cannot be conducive to compe- 
tence in the administration of the Foreign Serv- 
ice.” Would the Wriston committee agree? 


In any event the committee’s new warning i{s 
clear and doubly ominous. It still says, as it said 
last June, that this nation’s foreign service is 
not attracting the able men it should attract. It 
still says, as it said last June, that Secretary Dul- 
les should take vigorous steps to correct that 
situation. 
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Why Senator Frear Won 

When The New York Times asked them why 
they won, the victors in nine of 10 key Senate 
contests immediately stressed their stand on one 
or more of the campaign issues. This was natural 
enough. But Senator J. Allen Frear of Delaware 
began by saying his victory was a mechanical 
matter, a matter of machines. 

“I think the use of voting machines for the 
first time,” he said, “helped our side tremen- 
dously.” And he added that “the new registra- 
tion law requiring registrations every four years 
instead of the old permanent registration elim- 
inated a lot of corruption.” Of course, he also 
said that the voters did not like the new Repub- 
lican tax program. 

It is noteworthy, however, that in elections 
which resulted in so many close races, a Senator 
should put this emphasis on the fundamental 
proposition of votes honestly cast and honestly 
counted. And this result is greatly furthered by 
the use of voting machines. 
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Help for Bi-State 

The Bi-State Development Agen¢y’s authority 
to buy McKinley Bridge has been challenged by 
the City of Venice. The Madison county commu- 
nity wants the bridge for itself, and it is taking 
advantage of a legal loophole created by crass 
negligence in the Missouri Legislature, especial- 
ly by members from the St. Louis metropolitan 
area. 

Bi-State is a joint creation of the Illinois and 
Missouri Legislatures, which granted it the 
right to “plan, construct, maintain, own and op- 
erate” bridges and similar structures. But for 
some strange reason the specific right to “buy” 
was not included in the original grant of power 
from either state. 

The Illinois Legislature corrected this defi- 
ciency last year; but the Missouri Legislature 
did nothing, principally because St. Louis 
area legislators were cold and indifferent to the 
Bi-State idea. Venice officials contend this fail- 
ure can be turned to their advantage — that 


since Bi-State cannot exercise authority granted, 


merely by one state, the authority has no power 
to buy the bridge. 
One way to cut the ground from beneath Ven- 
ice’s case would be for the Missouri Legislature 
to grant Bi-State the right to “buy.” This surely 
would be in the general public interest. Venice 
sees the bridge solely as a revenue producer. 
Bi-State operation, on the other hand, might 
eventually permit toll-free use of the structure 
by everyone, and that would be a gain for metro- 
politan unity and the individual pocketbook. 
Which St. Louis-area candidate for the Legis- 
lature will pledge to carry the ball for the Bi- 
State Agency in Jefferson City next January? 
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To Stop Kaskaskia Pollution 


The report that the National Petro-Chemicals 
Corp. has let contracts designed to stop its pol- 
lution of the Kaskaskia river in Illinois is wel- 
come news. It is seven months since the com- 
pany’s Tuscola plant was enjoined from further 
pollution, three months since the State of Illi- 
nois filed contempt proceedings against the 
company. . 

So things have not been moving with jet speed. 
In the fullness of time, rather, contracts have 
been let for eight water storage ponds in which, 
it is theorized, the water used by the plant will 
regain oxygen. Lack of oxygen was blamed for 
killing fish in the river and making many water 
supplies in the Kaskaskia valley unfit for human 
consumption. 

Thus belatedly, National Petro-Chemicals is 
moving to solve a problem it should have solved 
before ever opening its otherwise magnificent 
new plant. Let us hope that the storage ponds 
will, though belatedly, make this industrial plant 
a good neighbor at last in’ the valley of the 
Kaskaskia, 
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News Slanting on the Air Waves

News slanting is something the other 
guy does. There’s probably not a news 
program on the air that doesn’t strike 
somebody. or other as viciously slanted, 
no matter how fair the newsmen try to 
be. No two guys view or report a news 
story exactly alike, and one must allow 
the boys to report the news as they 
see it. 

But there are limits, and a couple of 
recent broadcasts went, I think, way 
beyond them. One case was “Three 
Star Extra’ which 
has been on the air 
for many years. 

On Sept. 27 the. 
Watkins committee 
issued its report 
recommending cen- 
sure of Senator Mc- 
Carthy. It certainly 
seemed to all the 
newspaper editors 
to be the story of 
the day and they 
played jt that way. 

But not the 
“Three Star Extra’”’ 
men. They didn’t 
even include . the 
day’s biggest story in their preliminary 
“headline” reports. When they did get 
around to it, they backed into the 
story—not with a report that the com- 
mittee recommended censure—but with 
the statement from Martin Dies of 
Texas that he doubted whether cen- 
sure would hurt McCarthy. 

“The committee recommended that 
McCarthy be censured on two courts 
gniy.” (I love that “only.”) It was all 
over in about 30 seconds and not once 
did the boys see fit to mention that the 
committee called McCarthy’s conduct 
“contemptuous, contumacious and de- 
nunciatory,” which struck everyone 
else as eminently newsworthy. 


‘Three Star Extra’ and Hot News 


The following day when the Watkins 
report was still pretty hot news, “‘Three 
Star Extra’ dismissed it with a single 
sentence: “Republican National Chair- 
man Leonard Hall said today that the 
American people are sick and tired of 
the McCarthy issue and it will not have 
any effect in the November election.” 

Well, “Three Star Extra” is sponsored 
by Sunoco, which sells a product that 
oozes out of the ground in Texas, and 
Texas oil millionaires—some of them, 
anyway—are notoriously partial to Sen- 
ator McCarthy. They're entitled to their 
opinions on McCarthy, but not to let 
them creep into a news program. 

It isn’t as if “Three Star Extra” were 
a commentary-type ore like, say, 
Fulton Lewis Jr., ere you expect a 
large measure of personal opinion. It 
isn’t; it’s billed as the “newspaper of the 
air” and it’s supposed to be straight 
factual news. And I'll bet every editor 
in the country—pro-McCarthy, anti-Mc-

Carthy or néutral—would support me in 
saying that that was hardly adequate 
coverage of the censure report. 

The second mishandling of news oc- 
curred on “Facts Forum,” a highly ques- 
tionable outfit supported by H. L. Hunt, 
another Texas millionaire with a strong 
partiality for Senator McCarthy. This 
was forum program supposedly in- 
vestigating the question: “Should the 
United States Information Agency be 
continued? 

In his opening comment, Dan Smoot, 
the narrator, declared: “The fifth di- 
vision of the United States Information 
Service is the International Educational 
Exchange program which every year 
brings thousands of foreign students, 
teachers, scientists, artists, farmers and 
laborers to the United States and sends 
—- Americans to foreign coun- 

ies.” 


This isn’t true. The State Depart- 
ment, not the USIA, runs the Interna- 
tional Educational Exchange Service, 
though the USIA overseas officers give 
some advice.

The real fact is the USIA was taken 
out of the State Department and set 
up as an independent agency on the 
recommendation of the President’s Com- 
mittee on International Information 
Activities headed by William H. Jack- 
son and including a bunch of dis- 
tinguished citizens, none of them Mc- 
Carthy. 

Said Smoot: “Of the 2,000,000 volumes 
in overseas libraries, 30,000 were writ- 
ten by Communists, fellow travelers 
and Soviet agents.” This is a typical 
wild McCarthy charge based on the 
ludicrous overseas junket of Cohn and 
Schine, and has never been substanti- 
ated by any evidence.

Between Book Ends 


Exploding Illusions 
THE SPOOR OF SPOOKS AND OTHER NON. 
SENSE, ey Bergen Evans. (Alfred A. Knopf, 
2% pgs., $4.50.)

Scientific and scholarly nonsense, 


,always good for lurid copy in the 


American Weekly, has in recent years 
won footholds in surprisingly respect- 
able quarters. In view of this trend it 
is refreshing to find a leading publish- 
er resisting the temptation to make a 
fast buck with another’ book on flying 
saucers, and publishing Bergen Evans’s 
second hilarious blast at gullibility. 

Like his earlier work, “The Natural 
History of Nonsense,” Mr. Evans tackles 
his topics with impudent gusto. Like 
Bertrand Russell, whose “Outline of 
Intellectual Rubbish” is a classic of 
similar genre, Evans delights in the sly 
quip and the flippant footnote. Gne of 
his footnotes is simply “Hmm!” 

The book is not, however, primarily 
a book on pseudo-science, but a witty 
compendium of mistaken beliefs, sci- 


5 entific and otherwise. Professor Evans’s 


range is wide—the 
overestimated piety 
of the Middle Ages, 
the exaggerated vil- 
lainy of the Renais- 
sance; historical 
myths like the story 
of William Tell or 
the Dutch boy who 
put his finger in 
the dike; great say- 
ings of famous peo- 
ple that were not 
seid at all or said 
by someone else 
(“Go west young 
man,” “Let ’em eat 
cake,” “I disap- 
prove of what you say, etc.”); the myth 
of Fascist efficiency—Evans was in 
Italy in 1930 and the trains did not run 
on time; Theresa Neumann and other 
womeén who claim to live without ade 
quate food or drink; the alleged ability 
of such pundits as Clifton Fadiman and 
Robert Hutchins to read entire pages 
at a glance. Scores of popular miscon- 
ceptions about sex, love, marriage, child 
rearing, longevity, crime, dope addic- 
tion, and the nation’s laws are examined 
in the cold light of available evidence. 

It is difficult to imagine how any 
reader could fail to find exploded in 
these pages at least a dozen of his own 
cherished beliefs. All my life, for ex- 
ample, I have carefully avoided turning 
the hands of watches backward under 
the mistaken notion that it might dam- 
age the works. I did not know that 
clothes moths have no objection what- 
ever to the smell of cedar, that gum- 
drops are superior to cheese as bait

for mousetraps, that Churchill’s phrase ° 


“blood, sweat, and tears” was first used 
by John Donne and later by Byron, 
or that the story of the Black Hole 
of Calcutta rests on the flimsiest of 
historical evidence. 

There are a few spots whére one 
might quibble about a point of view or 
have doubts about the soundness of a 
statistic, but on the whole there is a 
feeling that the author has researched 
his material carefully. The book is a 
mine of off-trail but worthwhile infor- 
mation, a delight to read, and a wel- 
come antidote to the sensational but 
wildly inaccurate articles that boost the 
circulation of so many magazines.

MAN AND BEAST,: by Phyllis Bottome. Iilustrated 

by W. T. Mars. (Harcourt Brace & Co., $3.) 

This collection of five stories exem- 
plifies one of Miss Bottome’s special 
themes, the psychological relationship 
between animals and human beings. 
She writes, with her almost perfect 
story-telling technique, of a lion-tamer 
and his charges, of a bull who longs to 
be free, of a troupe of performing horses. 
One story starts, “For four hours 
every morning, and for 20 minutes 
before a large audience at night, 
Fletcher was locked up with murder.” 
Another story ends, “He died as all 
killers die—lonely, and. more helpless 
than the child who set him free.”

St. Joseph’s Church, Founded 50 Years 
Ago, Suffered From Old World 
Politics and Conflicts. 


St. Joseph’s Croatian Catholic 
Church, which is celebrating its 
fiftieth anniversary, was a “par- 
ish without priest” for a long 
time, according to a history of 
the parish issued on the anni- 
versary. 

Perhaps no parish in the St. 
Louis archdiocese had a more 
turbulent career during forma- 
tive years. The church at 
Twelfth street and Russell 
boulevard was the battleground 
of old world political parties and 
ideologies. Yet the parish final- 
ly was established, thrived, and 
now serves a large community. 

The Rev. Spiro Andrijanic, 
O.F.M., has been the pastor 
since 1947.

“Many Croats settled in St. 
Louis before there was any se- 


after his. arrival,” the church 
history states, ‘conflict arose 
between him and the church 
committee.” 

Father Suster resigned in 1909, 
and a year passed before the 
next pastor came—the Rev.

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JACQUES FATH DIES, 
FASHION DESIGNER} wp 


One of Big Three Paris Style 
Experts Said to Have Suf- 
fered From Leukemia. 


PARIS, Nov. 13 (AP)—Jacques 
Fath, one of France’s leading 
fashion designers, died today at 
the age of 42. He had been ill 
for several weeks. 

He was reported to have suf- 
fered from leukemia, a blood 
disease. Although admitting he 
received daily blood transfu- 
sions, his wife insisted he was 
suffering only from “extreme 
fatigue and anemia.” 

Fath died in his Paris apart- 
ment where he was confined 
after several days treatment in 
the American hospital here early 
last month, He is survived by 
his wife, Genevieve, an 11l-year- 
old son, his parents and a sister, 
all residents of Paris. 

Last Designs Shown. 

The last models designed by 
Fath were shown here only last 
week: They were a collection 
especially made for manufac- 
ture and sale in the United 
States. The next day, his house 
held its regular mid-season 
show but the gowns in that dis- 
play were designed by his as- 
sistants. 

Associates said he had hoped 
to return to work in time to de- 
sign next spring’s collection. 

Fath, who started a one-room 
salon when he was 25, was gen- 
erally considered one of the big 
three in the highly competitive 
Paris fashion world.

“On Oct. 23 of this year there 
was signed in Paris an agree- 
ment concerning West Ger- 
it said.

ODAY’S smaller rugs may be 

area rugs, large enough to 

tie together a fairly large 
grouping of furniture. Or they 
may be accent rugs, the smaller 
ones which are used for a dash 
of color or emphasis. 

Waxed and gleaming wood 
floors are again in fashion. As- 
bestos and rubber tile are seen 
in every room in the house, and 
the new vinyl tiles make rapid 
gains in favor. Cork, ceramic 
tile, waxed brick, the- composi- 
tion tiles set with strips of brass 
—all these point out a new in- 
terest in floors. New rugs on 
them are interesting, too, but 
they leave plenty of the floor 
showing.

THE LARGEST of the fash- 
fonable small rugs outline the 
area where a sofa and chairs 
and their accompanying tables 
are arranged in a living room. 
Use the rug to emphasize the 
friendly group, to give the vari- 
ous pieces of furniture a special 


conversation grouping is never 
more clearly defined than with 
its own rug, which sets it apart 
from the rest of the room. 

An area rug, too, is especially 
useful in the combination living 
and dining room when it’s used 
to set a dining table and chairs 
apart from the living-room fur- 
niture. This type of rug is often 
round for a round table, and is 
best in the round or a rectangu- 
lar shape when it’s big enough 
to go under the chairs when 
they’re pulled back.

AREA RUGS may be of wool, 
cotton, synthetic fibers or com- 
binations of these, and they may 
be ready-made in area sizes or 
cut from broadloom carpeting 
in the right size. They may be 
plain or simply patterned, eften 
in squares, diamond shapes and 
stripes. The smaller accent rug 
may be of any of the same ma- 
terials, but it takes more pat- 
tern and color. The accent rug 
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contemporary designs, and all 
new floor coverings may be 
tweedy or texfured mixtures of 
two, three, or more colors. 


A small accent rug can be 
boldly designed and colorful 
when it’s used under a desk, as 
it is in the sketch, or with 
another small grouping of furni- 
ture.

Soundproofing a Wall. 


OME of us are pretty curious 
S and like to know what goes 

on in the next room but most 
of us would, I believe, prefer 
peace and quiet. If you are one 
of the peace and quiet types, 
you might consider the advan- 
tages of soundproofing walls be- 
tween quiet and noisy rooms. 

If you plan a major redecorat- 
ing project in one room, it makes 
the job of soundproofing pretty 
simple. All you have to do is to 
cut holes into the top of the 
partition, between the wall stud- 
ding, and then pour loose fill 
insulation into the wall cavity. 
Naturally the entire height of 
the partitiion should be filled 
with the insulation. After the 
insulation is in place, the holes 
can be patched and the wall 
painted, 

Some people don’t care for the 
idea of knocking holes in walls 
and the way for them to sound- 
proof a wall is to first fasten to 
one side of the wall vertical 
strips of 2 in. by 2 in. stock. 
These should be spaced 16 inches 
from center- to center. When 
these wood strips are in place, 
fasten lengths of 2-in. insulation 
between them. 

Now the insulation doesn’t 
look very pretty so you'll have 
to cover the insulation over with 
some sort of finish wall panel. 
Plywood and gypsum board are 
fine for this purpose and so is 
decorative insulating board. The 
insulating board is probably the 
best for as it is softer than the 
plywood or gypsum board, it will 
absorb sound and therefore 
make the soundproofing project 
more effective. 

For those who don’t want to 
go to this much trouble, we sug- 
gest covering the wall with a 
heavy drapery. 


Rubber Base Paints 
It’s best not to use rubber 
base paints on areas where they 
are likely to be struck such as 
baseboards, for when given a 
sharp blow these paints often 
have a tendency to peel.

West got off to his normal 
opening, the queen of diamonds, 
and before touching a card from 
dummy or his own hand, South 
gave due thought to the bidding. 

The high club honors and the 
ace of spades were marked with 
West for his opening bid, and 
his lead had virtually identified 
his diamond holding. At first 
glance, it seemed all too likely 
that South would have to give 
up a heart, the trump ace and 
two clubs—but then South took 
a second, closer look. If the 
missing heart honors lay where 
the bidding Jjndicated they 
should lie, and where South had 
to hope they did lie, then there 
was an excellent chance. 

Getting off on the right foot, 
South took the first trick in his 
own hand and led the trump 
seven toward the table. West 
ducked (not that that mattered), 
and dummy’s eight took the 
trick. Now South led the five 
of hearts from the board, and 
East had to put up an honor to 
shut out South's jack. 

Declarer captured East's heart 
queen, led a diamond to the ace, 
then led the diamond nine, dis- 
carding his heart jack and pass- 
ing the trick to West. The 
latter laid down the ace of 
trumps but then had “nowhere 
to go.” A diamond return would 
permit a club discard from dum- 
my; a heart return would estab- 
lish two good heart tricks in 
dummy; and a club shift would 
set up South’s king. The con- 
tract was now ironclad. 

Note that it would have done 
West no good to take the first 
trump trick. South’s plan still 
would have been undefeatable— 
only the order of plays would 
be changed.

DIABETES is a chronic dis- 
ease involving the use of sugar 
and starches by the body. In- 
stead of these foods being turned 
into energy, due to insufficient 
insulin in the body the amount 
ef sugar in the blood stream in- 
creases until there is more than 
the blood can use, and the extra 
sugar overflows into the urine. 

This disease has many degrees 
of severity—in young people it 
is much more serious than in 
middle aged and older persons 

However, by the relatively 
simple testing of small samples 
of blood and urine diabetes can 
be easily detected. 

The person who has unsus- 
pected diabetes is likely to feel 
tired most of the time because 
his food is not turned into 
energy. Other symptoms of un- 
treated diabetes include exces- 
sive thirst and/or hunger, fre- 
quent urination and sudden loss 
of weight.

Uncle Ray's Column

ON THE ATLANTIC. 
AM crossing the Atlantic on 
board the New Amsterdam, 
the largest Dutch vessel 


afloat. The name reminds me 
‘|of an important = settlement 


which was made in the New 
World by people from Holland. 

Three hundred and _ thirty- 
nine years have passed since 
the Dutch built a blockhouse 
and a storehouse on the south- 
ern end of Manhattan island. 
Before that time, a river in the 
area had been explored by Hen- 
ry Hudson, sailing under the 
Dutch flag. This river became 
known as the Hudson. 
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DUTCH fur traders sailed to 


the valley of the Hudson, and 


obtained furs in exchange for 


trinkets. In dué course the re- 


gion was called New Nether- 


land. 

Slowly, during the following 
years, traders and settlers built 
‘huts near the blockhouse on 
Manhattan island. Five and a 
half years after the Pilgrims 
settled at Plymouth, Peter 
Minuit, a Duteh leader, brought 
more settlers and made a treaty 


with the Manhattan Indians. 
In exchange for Manhattan 
island, Minuit gave the natives 
bright-colored cloth, glass beads 
and so on with a value of $24. 
The settlement was given the 
name of New Amsterdam, be- 
cause it was under control of 
. ised in Amsterdam, Hol- 
nd. 
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WHILE 1 was in Holland, I 
spoke to some of my Dutch 
friends about the history of the 
name of Santa Claus. The 
settiers in New Amsterdam used 
to talk about St. Nicholas as 
the bringer of gifts in early 
December. When English set- 
tlers heard them speak the 
name of that saint, it sounded 
to them like Sanniclaws, and 
later this was turned into Santa 
Claus. The English settlers 
spoke of Santa Claus coming at 
Christmas instead of on the 
sixth of December, or the night 
before. 

New Amsterdam reached a 
population of 10,000 before it 
was taken over by the British. 
The new owners changed the 
name to New York.
